pay a ſufficient number of Standing Forces, 
we have at leaſt this Advantage, That 
Arms in our own hands ſerve no leſs co

ons, if chey think they cen traſt Standing For- 


ces, may by their means defend themſelves 
againſt foreign Enemies, But we, 'who have 
not Wealth ſufficient' to pay ſuch Forces, 


mould not, of all Nations under Heaven, be 
unatrm'd. For us then to continue without 


Arms, is to be directly in the Condition of 
Slaves: To be found unarm'd in the Event 
of her Majeſty's Death, would be to have 
no manner of Security for our Liberty, Pro- 
perty, or the Independence of this Kingdom.
